Chairman Wads­ 
worth explained, that at the end 
of five years the regular arm y Will 
be reduced by 70,000 men and 1800 
commissioned officers, which will 
greatly decrease th£ cost of rribin 
taming the military establishing 
The bill also would place

AMERICANS TO ERECT 
MONUMENT OR MARNE 


New York, Jan. 27.—In commem­ 
oration of the victorious stand of 
the French on the Marne in 1914, 
a colossal stone statue, one of the 
largest of the world’s sculptured 
monuments, to cost $250,000, will 
be placed there by American citi­ 
zens, according to plans announced 
by Thomas W. Lamont of J. P. Mor­ 
gan & Co., chairman of a commit­ 
tee of Americans who have the pro- 
jesct in hand. 
The exact location of the statue 
has not been determined, but it will 
be near the little town of Meaux, 
which formed the high-water mark 
of the German 
advance in 1914.

SLAYS WIFE WITH 
RAZOR AND THEN 
SHAVES HIMSELF

Los 
Angeles, 
Cal., Jan. 27.—“I 
had my razor there just 
about 
ready to shave, and I threw’ her 
down and cut her on one side and 
then the other, covered her body 
over and then I finished shaving.’’ 
said Thomas Edward McCann, aged 
druggist, in the county jail, telling 
of the killing of his wife, Mrs. 
Mary A. McCann. 
His wife’s body 
was found at her residence, 854 
East Twrenty-eighth street. 
McCann gave himself up 
to 
Sheriff Cline aud w'as lodged in 
the county jail. He signed a state­ 
ment iii which he admits slaying 
his wife, and says lie killed her 
following a quarrel during which 
his wife told him that she would 
give him no more money. 
After telling of various quarrels, 
McCann said that his wife told 
him: “I want you to get out of this 
house by tomorrow’ evening.” 
He said she had a butcher knife 
iii her hand when she repeated 
this warning the next day. 
“I wish I could get some man to 
give you a good blow iii the mouth 
or head,” she added, lie says. 
“I had my razor just about ready 
to shave,” said McCann. 
‘‘I cannot 
really believe she would have used 
the knife on me. ‘Well,’ I says, 
‘now I may as w'ell end this.’ I w'as 
going to end my life, too. 
I didn’t 
expect to be living now’. 
So I 
threw’ her down and cut her on one 
side and then on the other in a few’ 
minutes she was gone. 
Then I 
laid her head on the pillow and 
threw’ a sheet over her. 
Then 
I 
wrote a note to the coroner and 
wrote some other letters. 
‘‘I was going to finish myself, 
because I often told lier I would 
poison myself or cut my throat if 
we were going to live in hell like 
that. 
Some say it takes a cow’ard 
to commit suicide, but I think it 
takes a mighty brave man. 
I cov­ 
ered her over and then I finished 
shaving and left the house.” 
McCann said he has been married 
five times, three times to Maud 
Westphall, .several years his junior, 
from whom he was divorced. 
He 
said he married the deceased at 
El Centro, November I, 1917. 
He 
said his w*ife had property valued 
at $9000 and that she told him he 
was mentioned iii the will. 
He ex­ 
pressed interest in the administra­ 
tion of her estate. 


EXEMPTION ON 
I 
THE INCOME TAX 
FOR DEPENDENTS 


Kansas C ity, Jan. 27.—In order 
to clear away misunderstandings 
as to what constitutes dependency, 
in connection with the additional 
exemption granted Income 
Tax 
payers. Collector of Internal Rev­ 
enue George F. Crutchley, today 
gave out the following statement: 
“For 1919 a taxpaye may be al­ 
lowed a credit of $200 for each 
person for whom he is the chief 
support. 
But it must be rem em ­ 
bered that lie can claim this ad 
ditional exemption only with 
re­ 
spect to children seventeen years 
of age or younger and 
persons 
mentally defective, cripples. 
and 
persons old enough to be without 
question physically incapacitated 
for soh support. 
If the taxpayer contributes to 
the support of some relative 
or 
other person who is over seven­ 
teen years of age, in fair health, 
and still active, he cannot be 'al 
lowed the additional $2“0 even if 
he is furnishing the chief support. 
The very different requirements 
of the two exemptions (“head of 
a family” additional $1000; 
“de­ 
pendent” additional $200) must not 
be confused. To be the “head of a 
family” the person whom he sup­ 
ports must be a closq relative, 
must live with him, and he .just 
be such relative’s sole support. To 
be entitled to exemption for “de­ 
pendent” the person whom he sup­ 
ports does not have to be a rela­ 
tive. but can be any child or any 
cripple or defective; the child or 
incapacitated adult may live any­ 
where; and it is necessary that he 
furnish only more than half of 
the support. 
The chief difference is that for 
“head of a family” the restriction 
is to close relatives, the evident 
object of which is to promote the 
home; for “dependent” the restric­ 
tion is to children under eighteen 
years of age or persons mentally 
or physically defective, the object 
of which is to recognize material 
assistance given to those who can­ 
not help themselves. 
A son, who has left home, but 
who still sends to his motlier more 
than half of her support 
with 
enough regularity that she may de­ 
pend upon it, can be allowed the 
additional $200; provided, however, 
that the mother has become suf­ 
ficiently aged to be without doubt 
physically incapacitated for 
self- 
support. 
Otherwise, the amount 
contributed must be considered as 
a gift, not deductible as an expense 
and not entitling him to the ad­ 
ditional exemption regardless 
of 
amount. 
A father may claim the exemp­ 
tion for every child under eighteen 
years of age. But if one of his chil­ 
dren receives, from some estate or 
otherwise, sufficient distributed in­ 
come to provide for the expense 
of his support iii the station of life

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MORE SUICIDES “ SAVE-A- 
LIFE LEAGUE" REPORTS 


SOME CONDITIONS 
EYESTRAIN 


New' York, Jan. 27.—Since the 
signing of the armistice there has 
been a constantly increasing num­ 
ber of suicides everywhere, accord­ 
ing to a report issued today by the 
Save-aLife League. 
In Germany, 
Russia, Syria 
and other 
foreign 
countries w’here the number has 
been very large, the cause is attrib­ 
uted to despair because of miser­ 
able living conditions brought on 
by the war. 
The report tabulates 5121 cases 
of suicide in the United States dur­ 
ing 1919. 
Of the professions law­ 
yers led the list with 43. of whom 
12 were judges; 36 were physicians, 
28 teachers and l l clergymen. The 
list included 204 presidents of large 
business concerns 
and 
50 promi­ 
nent club 
members, 
millionaires 
and wealthy society women. 
Un­ 
happy marital relations were re­ 
sponsible for 350 tragedies. 
Men outnumbered women, 29S7 
to 1657. but of the child suicides 
252 were girls and 225 boys. News­ 
paper editors appeared to be im­ 
mune.
